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History and Pleasures 
of Figure Skating 

Figure Skating as a sport or a spectacle holds a 
place deep in the hearts of a steadily increasing public. 
It has a fascinating history which is entwined for 
many generations with the world of sport and fashion.

by an American, Jackson Haines, who taught it to the 
Viennese in the 1860’s. The innovation consisted in 
a natural vigorous movement of arms and legs, in 
fact the entire body, forming an athletic combination 
of free gymnastics and rhythm, which has been 
developed by a studied system of set figures and 
combined general moves, many of which you will 
have the pleasure of seeing in their most modern 
embodiment during this carnival.

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Strangely enough, although Figure Skating was 
very popular in America in the Golden Eighties and 
Nineties, it was practised in a cramped and stilted 
style, which died of inanition. Before it could quite 
expire, however, some of the earlier skaters had 
visited in Europe, and the International style was 
definitely introduced to the United States by the 
well-known amateur, Mr. Irving Brokaw, about 1910. 
This new and graceful style attracted amateurs and 
clubs were started in the various large cities, these 
clubs renting private sessions at local ice rinks where 
they could obtain competent instruction without 
hindrance.
